F i rm er letters have explained th e com­ 
plicated nature of th e political situation in 
this rudim entary nation, show ing how a 
vain, weak, besotten spendthrift was mis- 
rulm g cosm opolitan people so full of race 
and national 
prejudices th a t no com­ 
mon ground could be reached w here a 
united stand m ight be taken for m utual pro­ 
tection. Each individual found every m an’s 
hand against him —even his own ofttim es. 
So im m ediately pressing, and prospeetively 
fatal, however, has th e struggle become 
th a t 
m inor personal issues 
are 
being 
dropped, and a general rally is progressing 
round a nucleus formed bv a recent organ­ 
ization of the G rand A rm y of th e R epub­ 
lic. 
O ur newspapers are becoming mote 
cutspokeD, and sre receiving hearty in- 
dereem ent therefor. 
The Gazette compares 
K alakaua to th e imbecile George IV , of 
Eagland, and says : 
“ The constitutional 
governm ent of these islands is a thorough 
sham. 
I t is mere personal rule. 
Let K ing 
K alakaua 
have 
done 
w ith 
th e sham 
and 
govern 
for the 
nation 
and 
not 
for 
him self; have 
done w ith 
capturing L gislatures, and let our bi­ 
ennial 
sessions 
represent 
th e 
people 
instead cf th e p alace; have done w ith a 
brummagem travesty of a coronation. 
He 
is banging by a rope over a precipice, the 
sharp edge of which is elowly b u t surely 
cutting through the strands.” 
The Pre¿« 
compares him to “ Boss ” Tweed, and the 
new palace to New Y ork’s C ity H all in 
money sw;allowing propensities. 
I t says : 
“ W e see the w ill of the people disregarded 
by the creatures of their own m aking ; we 
see the expenses of royalty increased until 
it has become a trying burden upon the 
country ; wo see the wishes and prayers of 
the people treated w ith studied n eg lect; 
we see destruction ahead, destruction be­ 
hind, destruction on every hand ; we see a 
political tornado approaching aud beyond 
it the wreck of th e H aw aiian Governm ent 
ship,” 
A gain: “ I t is proposed to drive 
the ship of State head on to the breakers. 
I t would be a positive gain it it shook over­ 
board the set now iu command. 
Very 
likely it will knock to flinders the figure­ 
head of royalty. 
Then, w ith a clear c u t­ 
w ater aud m odern m achinery, we can tack 
ship, cut away th e cumbersome deck furni­ 
ture of m ilitary, coronets, household ex­ 
penses (paiace), grand tours, get out of the 
breakers, and have fair arning on th e open 
sea, or as sure as fate im becility and in­ 
com petency w ill toon w reck the whole 
concern.” 
G reat satisfaction is expres3sd a t the 
news cf au A m erican m an-of-war coming 
here (o stty , b u t the great heart of K ala­ 
kaua is unperturbed. 
H e is prepared to 
sit upon it, as he is now doing upon A m eri­ 
can and other taxpayers here, w ith a 
breechleas arm y a t his back. 
H e has com­ 
missioned bis Cham berlain to proceed to 
E urope w ith invitations to V ictoria, K ing 
W illiam and other crowned heads to attend 
his coronation, which has been set for Feb­ 
ruary 12, 1SS3, thus affording their M a­ 
jesties ample tim e to prepare. 
Victoria, 
as well as the other Empresses, will need a 
new dress for the occasion, and th e Em ­ 
perors will require fresh uniforms. 
Suoh 
early notice will also preclude any proba­ 
bility of “ regrets” on account of “ prior 
engagem ent.” 
T hey will surely not think 
of declining such an honor, and missing 
so 
grand 
a 
ceremonial, 
which 
shall 
ever 
stand 
unique 
in 
tho 
w orld’s 
history, the Press to tho contrary notw ith­ 
standing. 
T h at paper intim ates th a t they 
m ay trea t K alakaua as N ew Y ork’s aris­ 
tocracy treated V anderbilt on a recent oc­ 
casion when he essayed a grand splurge. 
One im portant A ct of th e Legislature re­ 
cently prorogued, was th e providing of 
§10,000 to fee expended in ascertaining and 
recording the geneology of Haw aiian chiefs. 
I t w ill be w orth the money, and m uch 
more, to wade through th a t obscure and 
polluted stream of savage polygam y, in­ 
cest and adultery. 
A like bill was intro­ 
duced by K alakaua some years ago, when 
he was a R epresentative. 
The late King, 
Lunalilo, was also a m em ber a t th e tim e, 
and in opposition to the m easure stated 
th a t there was nothing to be proud of in 
their ancestory, and th a t they had better 
let it “ R. I. P .” 
“ You rem em ber,” said 
he to K alakaua, “ the fate of your grand­ 
father, and our m others were no better 
than 
they 
should 
be.”

m u rd ir since the introduction of civiliza­ 
tion upon the islands. 
W ishing to get rid 
of his wife, and get another, he m ixed 
poison in her poi. 
T his was the fiend 
through 
whose 
adulterous 
intercourse 
K alakaua claimed a valuable estate ou the 
ground th a t the m urderer, not the woman’s 
husband, was father to the late owner. 
The only hills passed by the Legislature 
th at K alakaua vetoed were the Chinese 
Im m igration R estriction Act, and one to 
m itigate the evils of prostitution.

The application of Lee Yam Chow, one 
of the alleged Chinese m erchants detained 
on board of th e R-o de Janeiro, was again 
Tuesday m orning before Justice Field and 
Judge Uoffuiau m th e U nited S ta tis C ir­ 
cuit Court, the la tte r acting as ex ofiicio 
C ircuit Judge. 
M r. Bergin appeared for the petitioner, 
who commenced argum ent, and among 
other things m aintained th a t as the peti­ 
tioner left Panam a on Ju ly 31st, on an 
American vessel, he was on A m erican soil 
at the tim e the A ct of May fith w ent into 
effect. 
Ju stice F ield ,in response to a n argum ent 
made by A ssistant D istrict A ttorney Van 
Duzer, ga,d : “ The A ct provides th a t only 
Chinese laborers shall be restrained from 
coming to the U nited States. 
There is no 
provision Inserted to show th at, if Chinese 
m erchants are'lJBsdid here from a foreign 
place, by a captain, w ithout possessing cer­ 
tificates, there is any penalty attached. 
My impression is th a t it (lo*s not ap­ 
ply 
to 
any 
Chinese 
mercfTaffti^ but 
to prevent laborers from coining 
The 
Aot 
was 
not 
made 
to 
break 
up 
onr 
commercial 
relations 
w ith 
China. 
A certificate can only be allowed 
a laborer, to perm it him to return to this 
country. 
In this case it is not necessary ; 
b at a case of th is kind, where a Chinese 
m erchant comes to this country from a 
foreign place other than China, w ithout 
papers showing him to be such, could he 
brought before me, and I could make the 
w rit returnable before th e U nited States 
Suprem e Court. 
If they had forbidden 
any m erchants to land they would have 
attached a penalty.” 
Mr. V an Duzer contended th at as a gen­ 
eral rule Chinamen m ust be presumed to bo 
laborers ; m erchants, diplómate», etc., were 
the exception, and, therefore, they m ust 
show th a t they are other than laborers. 
If 
Chinese m erchants can come here from 
foreign places other than China, w ithout 
certificates, a lot of tw enty or inore m ight 
come direct from Chins, go to Victoria, 
stay there a few day a and then come into 
tho 
U nited 
States, sw earing th a t they 
are 
Chinese 
m erchants 
snd had been 
living for years in B ritish Columbia, and 
thus the law would be evaded. 
To íbsuc a 
commission to take evidence at the place 
where the Chinaman alleged he resided, to 
contradict his statem ent, pending a peti­ 
tion of habeas corpus, would involve great 
trouble. 
He then read letters from the 
A ttorney-G eneral cf the U nited States and 
Secretary of S tate Folger, ia which those 
gentlemen had construed th e word “ come” 
iuto the U nited S tates to mean from all 
foreign porte. 
Judge Hoffman— How could a Chinese 
m erchant who goes from thi9 place to Vic­ 
toria return to this city, as no certificate 
would be iesaed him here, he being a m er­ 
chant ? 
No such construction of tbe A ct 
was thought of by Congress. 
A fter further «rgum eiit, Justice Field 
said : “ So far as laborers are concerned, 
they cannot be brought here from any 
place, 
and 
Chinese 
m erchants 
arriv ­ 
ing 
from 
C hina 
m nat 
have 
docu­ 
m ents 
to 
show 
them 
to 
be 
tnch, 
if 
they come 
from 
any 
other 
place. 
They should not be prevented to land, as 
m erchants or laborers are easily distin­ 
guished. 
As far as this petition is con­ 
cerned, th e question th a t he is a m erchant 
.is not denied, he having introdnced docu­ 
m entary proof. 
Judge Hoffman will ren-/ 
der a w ritten decision in this case, and if 
our views differ in tom e psints, I shall red,, 
der an additional one, b u t we are both <t>f 
the opinion th a t the petitioner should^ be 
discharged.”

W e are not y et cultivated up 
to the esthetic craze. 
B ut you and I have 
heard and conned and laughed over the 
provincialism of 
the ‘Georgia C rack er’ 
and the ‘ W estern H oosier,’ and I have for 
you some of the expressions of the ‘ Down- 
east Y ankee.’ 
I have recently been visit­ 
ing the m ountains of M aine and New 
Ham pshire, and while enjoying th e sights 
myself, collected some of the sounds for 
you ; th ey are in this book,” and she 
handed me a small memorandum.

A dispatch was published in our column* 
a shffrt tim e ago relating the particulars of 
an alleged negro conspiracy in Choctaw 
county, Alabama.

bundle of papers had been found describ­ 
ing the whole plot ; and th at ou the 
strength ui the information thus obtained 
a thousand w hite citizens had assembled, 
seized six of the negro ringleaders, and 
hanged their a 'leg ei leader, 
one Jack 
Turner. 
The whole story was so incred­ 
ible on its face th a t the R e co rd U nion at 
once pronounced it a fiction, and expressed 
th e opinion th a t when the tru th was ascer­ 
tained the hanging of T urner would prove 
to have been a political crime, perpetrated 
by th e Bourbons of Choctaw county t j rid 
them selves of an intelligent and active 
coiored Republican. 
The details of the 
case are now at hand, and they show th at 
our estim ate was singularly correct. 
The 
facts are as follows : Jack T urner was the 
leading negro of Choctaw eouuty. 
He was 
a preacher, a man of great Dative force of 
character, a Republican, and a natura} 
leader of his people. 
For some tim e past 
it had been the practice of certain Bourbon 
planters to compel the colored men who 
worked for them to vote the Democratic 
ticket. 
Oc an election day one of these 
Bourbons, nam ed Carnathan, hitched up 
his horses and w ent to take his hands to 
the polls a 9 usual. 
One of them , named 
M anning, however, declined to vote the 
Democratic ticket, sayiDg th at he had done 
so for years, and could not see th at any 
good had come to him from it. 
C arnathan 
h-:camc furious, took M antling into a stable, 
tied him up, and flagged him m ost brutally 
w ith a leather trace, having an iron hook 
at the end. 
M anning’s hack was terribly 
cu t up, and he was for a long tim e dis­ 
abled. 
T urner heard of the outrage, and 
persuaded the victim to prosecute the ruf­ 
fianly C arnathan in tha Federal Court, for 
the S tate C ourts have no justice for negroes 
as yet. 
C arnathan was indicted, through 
the energetic work of Jack T urner, and of 
course he became the b itter enemy of the 
man wko had brought him to justice. 
This, however, m ight have been passed 
over, had not T urner had the audacity 
to act on the theory th a t colored citizens 
j ossets equal political rights in Alabama. 
He organized the colored vote in Choctaw 
county for the Republican ticket, and he 
proved himself so good a politician th a t at 
the election of A ugust 7th the Bourbons 
bad a m ajority of only 20. 
I t was evident 
th a t if this active colored leader was not 
stopped in his political career he would 
carry the county next tim e. 
He was 
Chairm an of the Republican C ounty Com­ 
m ittee, and his w ord was law w ith his fol­ 
lowers. 
So, ten days after the election, a 
mob of w hite scoundrels collected under 
cover cf night, took T urner and his prin­ 
cipal followers, hanged the former, and 
flogged and tortured the latter, under the 
thin pretense of a conspiracy. 
I t was, as 
we surm ised from the first, one of those 
cowardly political outrages by the commis­ 
sion of which the Southern people have 
succeeded in retarding their own pi ogress, 
keeping capital and enterprise out of their 
section, and sustaining in the N orthern 
mind the profound conviction th a t they 
cannot be trusted w ith power again in th e ' 
councils of the nation. 
Jack T urner was 
as m uch a m arty r as John Brown. 
He 
was engaged in a noble cause. 
He was 
organizing his people politically, and en­ 
abling them to utilize the suffrage conferred 
upon them by the nation. 
For this he was 
brutally m urdered by a mob of cowardly 
white loafers, who, possessing no deserts 
of any kind, swagger and stru t about their 
slovenly holdings, and because they are 
lazy and ferocious aud dissolute and pro­ 
fane, 
flitter them selves th a t 
th ey are 
“ gentlem en” and the very salt of the 
country. 
One ntau like poor Jack Turner is worth 
a battalion of such “ white trash” as the 
mob that murdered him, and until the 
better elements of the South realize that 
truth, and act upon it ; until public opin­ 
ion in those States enables justice to be 
done in the Courts, and accords to every 
honest man, no m atter what his color, 
eijual protection and respect; the South 
will continue to langnisb, wiil cry in vain 
for capital, and will be doomed to appear 
at each 
Presidential 
election 
as the 
“ shocking example” which justifies the 
country in voting down tho Democratic 
ticket. 
Here was a man who was doing 
nothing which it wa9 not Ilia right to do. 
He was simply exercising the political 
attributes which are the heritage of every 
American 
citizen. 
He 
was working 
towards higher and better things in poli­ 
tics. 
He was sustaining and advancing 
that Republican policy which every colored 
man in the Union mnst support if he un­ 
derstands his own interests. 
And for this 
he was Eeizsd at midnight, taken from his 
family and friends, and basely murdered 
under every accompaniment of inBult and 
humiliation that the mingled cruelty and 
mendacity of bi9 enemies could devise. 
Tho contemptibly silly story which the 
Choctaw county Bourbons invent*! as an 
apology for their foul crime shotfs wh*t 
sort of creatures intellectually t aey are. 
Every schoolboy knew that the acoount of 
a negro conspiracy which was alleged to 
have been proceeding for six years was a 
clumsy fiction. 
Negroes do not enter into 
conspiracies. 
Negroes do not prepare elab­ 
orate written accounts of what the? intend. 
The story of the bundle of papers is even 
more preposterous than the other. 
The 
plain tiuth, now first disclosed, is as we 
have stated it. Jack T u rn ^ # fg [, aurdered 
by the Bourboiij^tfTÍñse le was a good 
c>t¡2Rff|^SI^oí.cau§e he aras a bad one. He 
filed because he had provee! himself 
more enlightened, intelligent and esiergetic 
than the worthless white canaOlf which 
arrogates to itself political suprm acy in 
the nest t>f barbarian-ridden count its which 
lies in that section. 
For Cbocta’V county 
is in the midst of a veritable “ Sark and 
“ bloody ground.” 
It 
adjoins Sumter 
county, 
the 
scene of 
the 
Billings- 
Ivey 
assassinations, 
and 
that 
again 
abuts 
on 
Kemper 
county, 
Missis­ 
sippi, 
made 
infamous 
by 
the 
Chisolm 
massacre. 
Tho 
southwestern 
portion of Alabama is in fact nearly all 
missionary ground, but the missionaries 
who go there ought to be well armed with 
aelf-cocking revolvers and repeating rifles. 
The murder of Turner and the outrage 
upon his lieutenants shows that the old 
detestable Bourbon spirit still lives at the 
South. 
The same spirt V has just been ex­ 
hibited at the Arkansas election, where the 
Republican voters were driven from the 
polls, and a negro was Ijlled. 
Crimes like 
thi«, however, react w it| disastrous effect 
upon the counties and Sietes which permit 


of applying supernatural remedies. 
After 
hearing the case, according to the tele­ 
graphic reporter, “ it was decidid that the 
"C o a rt had no jurisdiction over matters 
“ supernatural, and Mrs. Patterson was

on the fears of her victims. 
All this could 
have been determined by physical examina­ 
tion, without any reference to “ the super­ 
n a tu r a l.” The question was whether the 
defendant was a swindler and impostor. 
The Court seems to have decided that he 
could not pass upon such a question under 
the circumstances. 
W hj he could not we 
are unable to comprehend, however. 
The 
decision as it stands seems calculated to 
encourage impudent impostors of the sham 
supernatural type, and therefore it is to be 
regretted.

W a s h in g t o n , September Gth.—Ingersoll 
and the Court to-day became engaged in a 
controversy ss to whether the failure of the 
prosecution to present S W. Dorsey’s state­ 
ment made to Postmaster-1 leneral James was 
evidence of Dorsey’s honebtv. 
The Court said that he saw nothing in the 
position, and so it was a question w’hether be 
wouia allow argument to be based on a mere 
vacuum, wind—nothing. 
Ingersoll examined 
the improbability of 
Walsh’s testimony, 
thouih he tboifijbtit had beeu already ground 
to powder. 
It amounted to th is: A rich 
man borrowed without necessity, and a poor 
broker loaned without security. 
No man 
would ever believe his story. 
Assuming 
Walsh’s story to be true it affected n ine of 
the defendants except Brady. 
It only went 
to show that tie was guiity of taking bribes, 
not guilty of conspiracy. Nobody had shown 
’bat tha service was extravagaut. 
It had 
been argued by members of Congress that the 
evidence of guilt must exclude every reason­ 
able hypothesia, except that ot the guilt of 
defendants. 
Every fact proved n-.ust net 
only be consistent with guilt, but also u.con- 
eistect with innocence. 
Id concludirg bis address, Colonel Iuger- 
soll said an effort had been made to terrorize 
the jury. 
He said to the jury: You hava 
nothing to do with the supposed desire of any 
man, or the supposed cesire of any depart­ 
ment (turning aud addressing his remarks to 
tbe Attorney-General), or the supposed de­ 
sire of any Government, or the supposed de- 
rire of any President, or tbe supposed desire 
of the public. You have nothing to do with 
there things. You have to do only with the 
evidence here. 
All power is powerless except 
your own. 
When asked to please the public, 
you should think of the lives you are asked 
to wreck; of the homes your verdict would 
darken ; of the hearts it would desolate ; of 
the checks it would wet with tears; of the 
characters it would destroy; of the wife it 
would worse than widow, and of the children 
i; would worsa than orphan. 
When asked to 
please the public, think of thosa conse­ 
quences. 
When asked to act from fear, 
hatred, malice or cowardice, think cf those 
consequeccas. 
Whoever does right clothes 
himself in a suit of amtor which the arrews 
of prejudice could not penetrate; but who­ 
ever does wroDg is responsible for all the con­ 
sequences, to the least sigh, to the last tear. 
\ ou are told by Merrick that you should 
have no sympathy ; that you should be like 
icicles; that you should be godlike. That is 
not >uy doctrine. The higher you get in the 
sca’e of being, the nobler, the tenderer you 
will become. Kindness is always an evidence 
of greatness. 
Malice is the property of a 
small soul, and whoever allows a feeling of 
brotherhood to die in his heart becomes a 
wild beast. 
Not a King's crown nor tlie deputed stvord, 
The Marshal's truncheon nor the Judge's rjhe, 
Become them with ouc-h&lf so good a grace 
As mercy does. 
And yet the only mercy we ask is the 
mercy of an honest verdict. 
I appeal to you 
for nty clients, because the evidence shows 
that they are honest men. 
I appeal for my 
client, Stephen W. Dorsey, because the evi­ 
dence shews that he is a man with an intel­ 
lectual horiz >n and a mental slry—a man of 
genitu, generous and honest.

Senator Dorsey, and Brady, General Brady.

of his remarks the Attorney-General referred 
to Brady as a mail contractor, but stopping 
himself, said, “ No, not a mail contractor, but 
a mailexpander.”

THE 
SACSAMESTO 
RIVER. 


The Sacramento river yesterday stood a t 
the six-foot nine-inch m z rk . 
The water Id 
the draw at the rail r ad bridge between this 
city and W aahicRtjn is seven feet deep. Ju st 
below the bridge it is six feet deep, and th at 
is about the average depth of the channel 
along the entire city front. 
In the neighborhood of Princeton and Co­ 
lusa the river is much lower th a t it was at 
this time last year. 
Captain Page, who 
cune down from the upper Sacramento in 
charge of the steamer Dover on Tuesday, re­ 
ports considerable 
trouble in 
navigating 
the upper portion i f the river, owing to 
the low water and snags in the channeL 
Tne river is notdeep enough to float schooners 
or deep-draft steamers or barges. The barges 
used iu the grain trade draw w h.n leaded 
about three and a half feet of water. 
Tne 
channel from the mouth of the Feather to 
this city is better than it has bean for years. 
Last 
Sunday 
a wheat-ladeu barge was 
grounded on a bar nf ar the mouth of Steam­ 
boat slough. 
This, however, could have been 
avoided had the piiot been better acquainted 
with tha channel. 
All the boats navigating 
bat ween this city and San Francisco are com­ 
pelled to go through what is known as Uld 
river ana not through Steamboat slough, as 
formerly. 
Steamboat slough is several miles 
shorter thau the old channel, but it is filled 
with so much debris th at at the present low 
stage of water it has not sufficient depth to 
fl >at the vesoeis engaged in the river trade. 
The Government snsg boat Selzer is in the 
neighb irhood (of Poker Bend, ab out fifteen 
miles ab ive Knight’s Landing, and is engaged 
in taking trees and snags from the river chan­ 
nel. 
Captain Sm ith is in charge, and is do­ 
ing good wo-k. 
The west end of the dam at 
Frem ont Bar has washed out, and Colonel 
M end all has been requested to have th3 eame 
immediately repaired, which will throw the 
water into the main channel. 
The channel 
is batter in the neighborhood of Six-mile 
Bend then it has been for many years. 
The 
water of the Sacramento above tfie mouth of 
the Feather is so clear th at salmon can be 
plainly seen. 
Captain Smith, of the Seizer, 
is looking after the snags as fust as they are 
reported. 
I t is said ths river above the city 
could not, a t the present low stage of water, 
ba navigated were it not for the good work 
th at has been done by ths Government snag- 
boat during the past two eeasscp. 
Tna Sac­ 
ram ento 
Wood 
Company have 
fourteen 
steamers enonged in transporting grain on the 
Sacramento river, between this city and ilc- 
Iutosh Landing, a point 225 miles by river 
above Sacramento. 
They convey to Port 
Costa, Vallejo and San Francisco about 
100,000 sacks of grain per week.

a i old einploye in tha locomotive depart­ 
ment of the railroad iu California, he thought 
he m ight jjratify some of his old friends by 
announcing his whereabouts. 
He regrets his 
inability 
describe the Btracge country in 
which he cow finds himself. He accompanies 
his letter w ith a number of the papera pub­ 
lished in South Africa, aod which, it must be 
confessed ¿..present a ttrange appearance to the 
American eye, as they are like nothing in the 
newapapr* line with which this people is ac­ 
quainted. . Mr. Buell says that the country 
is full of interest, but that which appears to 
have eeeiaed most curious to him is the 
“ trapping ” system, by which the illicit 
traffic 
in 
diamonds 
is 
attem pted 
to 
be 
prevented. 
In 
his 
opinion 
it 
is 
a 
disgrace 
to 
England 
that it 
is 
permitted. 
Engine drivers in that country 
receive vegry liberal wages, aod he desires his 
old eomnmea on this coast to know that he 
has made its high as thirteen pounds sterling 
per week in m uring an engine th ere ; but 
from $40 to §50 is the usual weges. 
But, he 
says, when one hss had his say about wages, 
he has (aid all. 
He avers th at he has had 
not oue rquira meal since he left California, 
not even in Australia, through which country 
he passed. 
Very evidently Mr. Buell’s recol­ 
lections cf his square meals in the Golden 
State are too much for him. 
Ju st at the 
time when he wrote there were two excite­ 
ments in Transvaal—ernall-pox and gold dis­ 
coveries. 
He records that on the Fourth of 
•July the Transvaal authorities tired a salute 
of twenty-one gnns io honor of the American 
Republic. 
The Boers, he says, are not cor­ 
rectly understood in these parts. 
Oue has to 
t avel among them to find out what they 
rsaliy are. 
He pronounces them Boers 
by name, 
and 
boers 
in fact and by 
nature. 
This consideration seems to recall 
the letter-writer to the subject of eating 
again, and he therefore immediately remarks 
that one can get a far better meal a t the 
W estern in this city for a song than one caa 
get at ths higheat-tnr.cd Kim berly hotels for 
the liveliest sum. 
W hat connection this has 
with our misapprehension of the Boerish 
character, ths reader must himself conclude. 
There are revere! Americans in Kimberly, he 
says, and adds that they are all doing well— 
at le -st, nearly all of them. 
A few days be­ 
fore ho wrote the place received a reinforce­ 
ment in the shape of a number of Mississippi 
river sufferers. 
He had shown the R e c o rd 
U nion to a number of the leading English­ 
men in Kimberly as a representative Am er­ 
ican journal, and in every instance they had 
expressed their opinion most favorably to the 
American style of paper. 
M r. Buell says

"C entral,” waH at one time a mechanic in 
the railroad shops a t Sacramente, and his 
name is Thomas Mercer.

C yclone. — Sergeant 
Barwiek, of the Signal Service, eays: The 
cyclone spoken of yesterday in tha tele­ 
graphic news frcm the Chief Signal Officer ss 
being Fouth of Cuba and moving in a north­ 
westerly direction, will probably be heard 
from at either Galveston or New Orleans. 
That class cf storms always moves to the west­ 
ward until reaching the latitude of 20” north, 
after which their course is mote to the 
northwest, and from latitude 25’ to 30’ 
their course is nearly or quite due north, 
from which point they turn almost abruptly 
and travel in a northeasterly direction. 
If 
they travel to the northwest far enough to 
reach Galveston they generally produce a 
tidal wave, if it is a cyclone of much intens­ 
ity : from which point it travels north for a 
short distance, and thence northeast across 
the Indian Territory, Arkansas, Michigan 
and Illinois, touching D etroit and Cleveland, 
and following the St. Lawrence valley out 
of N orth America into the A tlantic ocean ; 
but if they trend northward at New Orleans 
then tte storm’s center will be near Natchez, 
Miss., Nashville, Tenn., Louisville, K y., Co­ 
lumbus, O., and out the St, Lawrence river 
valley to the ocean by the way of Erie, Pa. 
Of course the cyclone, if of large area, will 
take in in its (devilfish.like) tentacles Chi­ 
cago and upper L ik a Michigan, and Lake 
Huron, giving severe and heavy gales on the 
lakes, with probable lo;s of property. 
These 
particular cycl nes follow meteorological laws 
that are unfading in their action toward 
such storms, or tb< »e that form a parabolic 
course in their amiaroutly erratic course 
across a portion of N orth America.

The published reports of the proceedings 
of the Convention represented the vote of 
Y uba county erroneously on the balloting 
for Suprem e C ourt Justices.

The vote of 
the Colusa delegation on the m otion to 
strike out the slickens plauk from the plat­ 
form was also erroneously published.

The scow schooner C ieiar Bruns, Sunday, 
on which was a large crew of men, w ent 
out to the stranded Dublin and took off the 
deck-load of lum ber, her sails, rigging, ca­ 
bles, chains and water-casks, a donkey en­ 
gine, a lot of old iron and a portion of her 
pump.

The lum ber saved is valued at about §S(Kb 
while the other stuff brought in will bring 
the am ount up to som ething over §2,COO. 
The lum ber saved was uninsured, while 
th at still in the hold is insured for §5,000. 
The latter was w orth about §9,500, and has 
been turned over to the underw riters, who 
will probably not attem pt to save it, as th a t 
operation will cost nearly as much as the 
w ater-dam aged lum ber is valued at.

W hat th e Editor of the “ F escue" Has to 
fa y About It. 
C aptain A. D. W ood, the editor of the 
Rtácut, which is th e organ of the Good 
Tem plar organization in this State—num 
berrog it is claimed about 20,000 members 
and about 5,000 voters— was approached re­ 
cently and asked for his views of the Sun- 
day-law plank of the Republican platform . 
He had just read the view taken of it by 
Dr. McDonald of the Home Protective So­ 
ciety, and he replied th at he tcok the same 
view of it, and thought th a t a large por­ 
tion, if not all of the Good Tem plars of the 
State would take the same view, viz., th at 
the so-called Sunday-law plank was en­ 
tirely unsatisfactory and unw orthy of tru st 
or support.

tion Hall, for they distinctly made the in ­ 
sertion of a local option plank in the Re­ 
publican platform a condition of giving it 
their sopport. 
B ut the com m ittee not only

dem and, 
but 
■tamped out as soon as it was made a prop­ 
osition to recommend amending the present 
Sunday law so 
as 
to 
m ake it effec­ 
tive. 
The long and short of the motion 
was th a t the Republican politicians had 
thought to catch the vote of the Sunday- 
law people and tem perance people w ith a 
little molasses, m aking a great hurrah over 
susta-ning on the statute book the present 
inefficient and practically dead-letter law. 
H e was not disappointed, but on the con­ 
trary it was ja s t w hat he expected from 
the Republican party. 
They always had 
treated the tem perance peogle in this way, 
•and alw ays would, he thought, until they 
became a separate party and ran an inde­ 
pendent ticket. 
Then they would show 
their strength. 
I t was so in Iowa. 
They 
could get nothing satisfactory from the Re­ 
publicans until they set up for them selves ; 
then they became a power, and the linal 
result was ju st seen in the passage of a pro­ 
hibitory constitutional am endm ent by a 
large m ajority vote. 
I t w ould be so here, 
and in his opinioD it would be much better 
to draw out from th e R epublican party, 
stand by th eir colors firmly, let the Demo­ 
crats win this tight and repeal the ineffect­ 
ive Sunday law, than to yield and vote the 
Republican ticket as they had done before; 
for a reaction would surely come, th eir 
strength would be proved and prohibition 
eventually gained as in Iowa.
